BORN in Norfolk, multi-linguist Joel Baker moved 
from country to country as the son of a diplomat, but 
has spent most of adulthood in the South West, mov¬ 
ing to Dorset 2007 to be closer to family. 

He worked as a prep school languages teacher in 
North Dorset and as a church youth worker in Brid- 
port before settling down in Merriott, near Crewk- 
erne. 

Joel is a self-employed languages teacher and works 
with Love Learning, based in Bridport. He has been 
married to Elizabeth for 10 years and the couple are 
expecting their fourth child. 



• WHAT languages do you speak? 

I speak French, Spanish and Portuguese relatively fluently, 
depending on how much practice and reading I've been 
doing, and I have been learning Italian for the last year too. 
Although it is not as strong as my other languages, 

I am working hard on it and I expect to be using 
it extensively in Naples next month. Next up A 
is German, and then perhaps something a ^ 
little more challenging! 

• HOW did you become a multi-lin- ^ 
guist? 

It all started when I was living in Hun- 
garyas a boy of seven.

ender, Crewkerne honoured citizen Ron Spencer ob¬ 
jected to plans to clear the entire area and start again, ar¬ 
guing that some plants were still salvageable, and he 
approached the council with an alternative suggestion 
having sought professional advice from Mr James, who 
lives in Misterton. 

Mr James sent a quote to the council to oversee the re¬ 
planting and landscaping of the area but also offered to 
maintain the beds in perpetuity free of charge, providing 
sponsorship signage was displayed and a regular supply 
of wood chippings made available. 

The decision was taken to go ahead with this offer at 
the first meeting of the Amenities Committee this year 
on Monday, January 13th. 

Amenities Committee chairman, Councillor Angie Sin¬ 
gleton, reminded her colleagues that there was already 
an agreement in place to move the hard landscaping from 
the sensory garden at Bowhayes to the South Street site 
and that funding had already been allocated for the proj¬ 
ect, which had been in the pipeline for over a year. 

She added that it was unfortunate, however, that a gen¬ 
erous sponsorship previously offered by Jason Mills of 
Sequoia, the company redeveloping the pyjama factory, 
had been withdrawn due to the delays in moving ahead 
with the project, stating that a company of its standing 
could not support an uncompleted community project. 

Councillor Singleton said that Mr James understood the 
aspirations of the council to make the site more open and 
that he had suggested less grasses in the planting, which 
was a preferred option. 

Mr Spencer suggested to the committee that there may 
be more offers of sponsorship from townspeople and 
local groups available, which had previously been with¬ 
held due to disquiet about the council’s original plan. 

Mr James quoted the sum of £5,453.92 plus VAT. This 


includes £2,298.50 for the supply of materials, including 
compost and mulch, equipment and labour, and 
£3,155.42 for the supply of the plants. 

He has amended the original design, using more shrubs 
and less grasses, and has substantially reduced the num¬ 
ber of plants required. This new design was regarded 
more favourably by the council. He also quoted for the 
original design at a total cost of £7,060.35 (£2,698.50 for 
materials, etc. and £4,361.85 for plants). 

The deputy town clerk, Annette Roffey, explained that 
other quotes had previously been sought for the supply 
of the plants (for the original design) and whilst Mr 
James’ quote was not the cheapest for the plants alone, 
his offer of ongoing maintenance and his redesign, which 
reduced the number of plants, made it an excellent op¬ 
portunity to advance the project. 

A contractor has already been agreed on to undertake 
the work of relocating the hamstones from the sensory 
garden at Bowhayes as part of the hard landscaping and 
the clearing of the beds prior to planting. Until now, the 
replanting had only been considered in general terms by 
the working party as something which the council’s 
ground staff might undertake, but there was a time com¬ 
mitment in this which would have a knock-on effect on 
their ability to carry out other required tasks, so Mr 
James’ quotation and offer of continued maintenance had 
resolved this issue. 

Mrs Roffey said: “This is an exciting project which will 
create a real impact at the entrance to the town’s main car 
park, something which David has considered following 
his meeting with representatives of the working group. 

“The council is extremely grateful to David and also to 
Ron Spencer for putting them in touch with him.” 

Many of the mature plants in the bed at the moment 
were provided by people in the town and should they 
wish to have the plants returned they are asked to contact 
the town council office to make arrangements.

Chard murder trio to be 
given shorter sentences? 


THE family of Chard murder victim 
Catherine Wells-Burr have said they are 
“devastated” that two of the people con¬ 
victed of killing her may serve shorter sen¬ 
tences 

Catherine’s boyfriend Rafal Nowak, 31, 
his ex-girlfriend Anna Lagwinowicz, 32, 
and her uncle Tadevsz Dmytryszyn, 38, 
were sentenced to a mimium of 32 years 
in prison after being found guilty in June 
last year. But now Nowak and Lang- 
winowicz have applied to be transferred to 
a prison in their home country of Poland, 
where their sentences will be cut to 25 
years. 

Dmytryszyn is also appealing against his 
conviction. 

A six-week trial at Bristol Crown Court 
last year heard how Chard factory worker 
Nowak plotted the murder with his ex¬ 
girlfriend, Lagwinowicz, and her uncle, 
Dmytryszyn, both from Taunton, in order 
to claim a six-figure life insurance policy 
that he and 23-year-old Catherine had 
taken out together. 

The jury heard that Nowak and Lag¬ 
winowicz met up to 87 times to plot the 
murder, exchnaging hundreds of phone 
calls on pre-paid sim cards. 

Nowak smothered Catherine in her sleep 
and Lagwinowicz and Dmytryszyn then 
drove her body in her car to Ashill where 
they set they put Catherine in the driver’s 
seat and set the vehicle alight 20 minutes 
after Nowak clocked into work at Numatic 
International, in the hope of providing him 
with an alibi. 

The threesome spent months in the run¬ 
up to the murder leaving a false trail for 
police, creating fake profiles for Catherine 
on adult websites and sending text mes¬ 
sages to her phone from a supposed mys¬ 
tery lover. All three pleaded not-guilty. 



Miss Wells-Burr’s family appeared in 
the national press this week, saying the po¬ 
tential shorter sentences were like “a slap 
in the face” and had left them “devas¬ 
tated”. 

Catherine’s mother Jayne said she felt 
the convicted murderers were being re¬ 
warded and would be given a clean slate 
if they returned to Poland, while her fam¬ 
ily continued to serve a “life sentence”. 

Mrs Well-Burr said she was also disap¬ 
pointed that if the “cunning and manipu¬ 
lative” prisoners were moved to Poland 
she would not be able to see them at the 
end of their sentence, to see if they were 
remorseful. 

The Minsitry of Justice has not com¬ 
mented on the case specifically but said 
the UK does have a prison transfer 
arrangement with Poland and that the gov¬ 
ernment is committed to seeing more for¬ 
eign nationals serving prison sentences in 
their own country. 

An appeal hearing for Dmytryszyn will 
take place at the Court of Appeal in Lon¬ 
don, but a date has not yet been set.

walkers saved our lives

TWO disabled pet owners 
in the Chard area have been 
able to keep their four¬ 
legged companions, thanks 
to a charity that brings vol¬ 
unteers to their homes to 
exercise the dogs. 

The Cinnamon Trust is a 
national charity whose vol¬ 
unteers help people over re¬ 
tirement age and those in 
the latter stages of a termi¬ 
nal illness by offering all 
kinds of pet care. They ur¬ 
gently need more dog 
walking volunteers in the 


Chard, Crewkerne and 
Ilminster area. 

Dog lover Anne Eales 
from Chard is a volunteer 
with the charity and regu¬ 
larly walks Yorshire terri¬ 
ers and a wolf hound for 
their respective owners. 
She said: “ I heard about 
the charity a few years ago 
and have always had dogs 
and cats, I thought if I 
could help people less for¬ 


tunate to keep their pets it 
would be a way of putting 
something back into the 
community. I retired a cou¬ 
ple of years ago and also 
thought it would be a way 
of getting a bit more exer¬ 
cise and I like driving too 
so don’t mind taking trips 
to the vets if needed. 

“I have two little dogs of 
my own to walk so I just go 
every Tuesday and Thurs¬ 
day for an hour and a half, 
to walk Bonnie and Benji 
the Yorkies and Seamus 
the wolfhound. 

“The trust sends you to 
meet the people and their 
dogs and you can take a 
friend if you want, to see if 
everyone is happy. They 
desperately need more vol¬ 
unteers and there must be a 
lot of people who haven’t 
heard of them and may 
need their services. I know 
I would be heartbroken if I 
had to give up my dogs, 
they’re such good company 
when you’re on your own, 
you can talk to them. It’s 
great for people who like 
walking dogs and haven’t 
got one of their own too, 
and it’s a good way of 
meeting people - dog walk¬ 
ers talk to eachother. “ 

Chard resident Mike 
Dannatt, who uses a mobil¬ 
ity scooter, has found the 


service invaluable after los¬ 
ing his wife Janet in August 
last year. He has two York¬ 
shire terriers, Bonnie and 
Benji. Mr Dannatt said: 
“Janet was a long distance 
walker and a community 
responder, the ironic thing 
is that if she had known 
about the Cinnamon Trust 
when she was still active, 
she would have joined 
them like a shot, she was 
very community minded. 

“When something like 
this befalls you, you are 
given all sorts of informa¬ 
tion, I heard about the Cin¬ 
namon Trust from the 
Independent Living Group. 
The trust contacted me and 
found someone fairly 
quickly, but when she had 
to give up due to her own 
dog becoming ill, the trust 


said there were no more 
volunteers in the area and 
put out an appeal. 

“Bonnie likes to ride on 
my scooter but that doesn’t 
give her exercise and Benji 
just jumps off and goes all 
over the place, he tends to 
get under the wheels. 

“ You can’t just advertise 
for a dog walker, you 
don’t’ know who you will 
get. The trust goes to a lot 
of trouble to check every¬ 
one out so you know they 
are trustworthy. I have fam¬ 
ily members who are very 
supportive but they can’t 
walk them every day so this 
is a big help to me.” 

Irish wolfhound owner 
Janet Peacock who lives in 
South Chard said Cinna¬ 
mon Trust was “a life- 
saver”. Having lost her 


husband in September and 
being disabled she would 
have had to lose her 
beloved Seamus without 
the help of the volunteers 
who take turns to walk him 
- Anne being one of them. 
She said: “It means a lot 
that he’s walked. I have a 
large garden he can run in 
but it’s not the same as 
going for a walk. My 
daughter in Essex is a vet¬ 
erinary nurse and she got 
on to the trust who had 
someone here within a 
week. I think they are a 
wonderful charity and I 
hope more people come 
forward to help them.”

Man impersonates

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New memorial for Minster?

THE VERGER at the Minster Church in Ilminster, Chris 
Lawrence, is on a mission for a special roll of honour to 
be added in the building and would like the public to 
come forward with more information to help him. 

His plan is to remember those who fought in the Great 
War but did return and wants to add a simple plaque to 
the church with their names, as part of the centenary of 
the conflict being marked this year. 

He said: "During my exploration of Somerset churches 
it came to my attention that several villages had not only 
a war memorial for those who had been killed during 
the conflict but also one for those who had served, but 
had survived, although in many cases physically or emo¬ 
tionally scarred. 

"It now seems entirely appropriate, with the centenary 
of the start of the conflict later this year, that a new ap¬ 
propriate memorial is made to commemorate those 
men of Ilminster who served but did not die in combat. 

"To this end I have compiled a list based on the'Absent 
voters list of 1918' and army records such as WW1 Pen¬ 


sioners, but there are bound to be service personnel 
who for one reason or another do not appear on any of 
these lists or indeed in some cases the lists have been 
destroyed. Can you help with these missing names? 

"Also, it would be nice to have more than just a list of 
names so if your grandfather or even great-grandfather 
served in the First World War please get in contact so 
that flesh can be put on the bones." 

A copy of the list will be placed in the Wadham Chapel 
of the Minster for people to look at and add their rela- 
tives/friends names to. 

The Minster is open every day from 9am-4pm or a let¬ 
ter can be placed in the letterbox opposite the west door 
by the entrance to the Minster Rooms. Mr Lawrence can

The plan is to have as complete a list as possible by the 
end of April so that a memorial can be in place by the 
July 28th. 


■ A MEETING of Ilminster Town Council at Swan- 
mead School last week was well-attended by members 
of the public eager to find out what the plans were for 
the Recreation Ground in Canal Way. I must say I was 
extremely disappointed by the meeting. 

Although the agenda stated that the council were to 
consider the “recommendations of the Open Spaces 
Review Group regarding a masterplan for the Wharf 
Lane Recreation Ground and Britten’s Field”, it was 
explained at the outset that no firm plan existed. It was 
obvious from the questions asked by councillors that 
most of them had no prior sight of any plans but were 
expected to decide whether or not to support the pro¬ 
posals with little prior knowledge. 

They were not, however, asked to vote on any 
“plans”, only on the “principle” of taking the said 
“plans” to the next stage. No costs were given for any 
of the work and it was not explained which organisa¬ 
tion would be funding what. 

The work includes new pitch layouts to accommo¬ 
date the new football club changing rooms and club¬ 
house in Britten’s Field with car parking. Hard paths 
around the Rec, improved children’s play area and an 
activities hub on the hill in Britten’s Field were also 
proposed. There is also a proposal to demolish the 
football buildings on the Rec along with the council 
workshop, which will be rebuilt alongside the football 
club’s buildings in Britten’s Field. 

One of the arguments for the need for this develop¬ 
ment is to provide more pitches for the football club. 


THE Minsiter Church in Ilminster hosted another suc¬

Although numerous residents and Rec users have 
suggested revamping the present site at the centre of 
the Rec, this option has not been considered by the 
council. This option would be less expensive, would 
not use valuable recreational space, would keep the 
existing sports clubs together and keep Britten’s Field 
as a green and open space. 

The development of Britten’s Field is being driven 
by Ilminster Town Football Club who desperately 
need new changing rooms. The motive for their desire 
to move to a new site has changed since its initial in¬ 
ception. Perhaps we should ask for their latest wish 
list and consider how the changes proposed will sat¬ 
isfy their wishes. 

Plans seen to date do not show any sheltered specta¬ 
tor area and a grandstand has not been mentioned. Is 
this something that will be added later, along with a 
request for floodlights and permanent fencing? How 
many of their wishes could be satisfied on the present 
Recreation Ground site? 

When a member of the public suggested improving 
the existing buildings on the Rec there was sponta¬ 
neous applause from the audience. Did the council not 
hear it?

Warehouse Theatre marks 75th anniversary 
of'Kindertransport'with special play 


THE Warehouse Theatre in llminster plays 
host to a special performance next month, 
marking the 75th anniversary of the 
'Kindertransport'. 

In Paris, November 1938, a young Jew 
shot and killed a German Embassy official. 
This set off a horrific series of pogroms, all 
over Europe but most particularly in Ger¬ 
many. Pogrom means "to wreak havoc"and 
this is exactly what happened to the Jews 
in Germany. The Nazis set out to persecute 
and, where possible, annihilate whole com¬ 
munities. 

Many Jewish families, fearing for the lives 
and future of their children, sought ways to 
send them out of Germany to safety. 

In England, groups of people - mainly 
Jews, Quakers, and Red Cross - officials 
raised the funds and obtained special per¬ 
mits to allow unaccompanied children to 
come into England. 

In 1938, two trains a week left Germany, 


full of Jewish children of all ages, sent to be 
safe by their parents, but often never to see 
them again. 

In 1939, when war was imminent, the 
trains ran daily. When war broke out in Sep¬ 
tember the trains stopped running but by 
then, 10,000 children had been brought 
safely to this country. 

This period (November 2013 to Septem¬ 
ber 2014) is the 75th Anniversary of the 
Kindertransport ("Children'sTransport") 

'Kindertrcmport' tells the story of nine- 
year-old Eva. 

Eva ends up in Manchester with 
the Miller family. She takes time to 
settle down but slowly starts to 
trust and depend on her foster 
mother, Lil. When her parents fail 
to escape from Germany her at¬ 
tachment to Lil increases and a 
new identity starts to form. Not 
long after the war has finished, she 


changes her name to Evelyn and acquires a 
British passport. 

Over thirty years later, her own grown-up 
daughter, Faith, discovers some old letters 
in the attic and Evelyn is confronted with 
her hidden past. There are some secrets 
that she has even kept from Lil.

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RC F:The Most Powerful Lexus V8 Performance Car Yet 



Lexus today revealed the RC F, a high-perfor¬ 
mance version of its new RC coupe, at the 
North American International Auto Show in De¬ 
troit. The unveiling coincided with the 25th an¬ 
niversary of the launch of the Lexus brand at 
same event. 

The great visual impact of the RC F is matched 
by the impressive power of its new 5.0-litre en¬ 
gine. Generating well in excess of 450bhp, it 
makes the RC F the most powerful V8 perform¬ 
ance model Lexus has yet produced. 

To harness the engine's potential with the 
best possible efficiency, the RC F uses a newly 
calibrated eight-speed transmission and, in a 
world first for a front engine/rear-wheel drive 
car, a Torque Vectoring Differential to secure 
higher levels of traction and vehicle control. 

Yukihiko Yaguchi, RC F Chief Engineer, said: 


"I've built the RC F to be enjoyed by all enthusi¬ 
asts, no matter what their level of expertise. 
There's a false perception that racing cars are 
hard o drive. In fact, they're easy in the right 
hands because they've been purpose-built for 
the skill level of their drivers. It's the same with 
the RC F. Electronics can be modified instantly 
on board to provide appropriate levels of per¬ 
formance and protection. But even at its basic 
setting, it's a blast!" 

ALL-NEW HIGH PERFORMANCE ENGINE 

At the heart of the new RC F is a 5.0-litre 32- 
valve engine developing more than 450bhp 
and 520Nm of torque. Its cylinder heads and all 
moving parts have been newly designed to de¬ 
liver more power at higher engine revs than has 
previously been possible. 

It is also the first Lexus performance engine 


to use the Atkinson cycle at cruising speeds, to 
secure better fuel economy, switching to the 
Otto cycle at higher revs to achieve impressive 
levels of performance. 

The engine has been developed exclusively 
for the RC F and every aspect of the powertrain 
has been design to deliver the highest possible 
driver engagement, including the transmission 
and exhaust system. 

The specially calibrated eight-speed Sports 
Direct Shift transmission improves linear re¬ 
sponse to accelerator pedal inputs, giving the 
driver more precise control of power and 
torque delivery. 

The RC F driving experience is further height¬ 
ened by a new system that regulates induction 
and exhaust sound, creating a deep tone up to 
3,000rpm, and a higher-pitched note at as revs 
rise beyond 6,000rpm under hard acceleration. 

Driving Dynamics 

The foundation of the new RC F's outstanding 
mechanical grip is its highly rigid body, featur¬ 
ing large cross-section rocker panels and front 
lower brace. Lexus has deployed numerous 
specialist manufacturing techniques to further 
enhance rigidity, including the use of body ad¬ 
hesives, laser-screw welding and multi-spot 
welding. A wider tyre and wheel assembly help 
to raise grip performance. 

Independent, coil-sprung suspension is used 
front and rear, incorporating monotube gas 
dampers and ball-jointed anti-roll bars.The car's 
unsprung weight has been kept down by using 
19-inch forged aluminium alloy wheels, which 
minimise wheel assembly mass while at the 
same time improving rigidity. 

As in the Lexus LFA supercar, the RC F is fitted 
with an active rear wing, Incorporated in the 


bootlid, this provides additional downforce at 
speeds above 50mph. The rear wings is a high¬ 
light of the RC F's comprehensive aerodynamic 
grip and stability package, which also includes 
tuning of the flat underbody, race-bred air 
management ducts behind the front bumpers 
and wings, and strategic placement of aero sta¬ 
bilising fins. 

F performance styling 

The RC F is immediately distinguishable from 
the RC coupe thanks to its more powerful visual 
impact. 

It features its own interpretation of the Lexus 
signature spindle grille, which dominates the 
front of the vehicle and has a subtle 'F' motif 
embedded in the mesh below the Lexus badge. 

The front of the bonnet is set higher than on 
the RC, creating a powerful, flared profile that's 
in keeping with its status as a Lexus F model. 


The profile view is rendered more striking by 
the 10-spoke 19-inch forged aluminium 
wheels, three versions of which will be avail¬ 
able, including one that's hand-polished by 
craftsmen. 

The design takes some cues from the LFA, 
most notably in the use of essential air cooling 
and aerodynamic features. Air outlets on the 
bonnet, like those on the LFA, work together 
with front cooling ducts to support both en¬ 
gine cooling and overall vehicle stability. 

To the side there are air outlets behind the 
front wings that add to the engine and brake 
cooling performance, and which merge neatly 
with side sill extensions to create a powerful V 
shape. 

The powerful look continues at the rear of the 
car, with stacked, quad trapezoidal exhaust out¬ 
lets.

Weather woe Inflates the need for Tyre Safety Checks 


AFTER the worst winter storms to hit 
Britain for two decades, drivers are 
being reminded about the need for 
more regular tyre checks. With its po¬ 
tential to cause aquaplaning, standing 
water remains a major hazard in many 
parts of the UK, while damaged road 
surfaces also presents a different tyre 
related challenge. However, by taking 
just a few minutes to inspect your tyres 
regularly, TyreSafe advises that the im¬ 
pact of these issues can be reduced. 

"Although floods in many areas are 
starting to subside, motorists are still 
faced with a couple of serious tyre re¬ 
lated challenges which can be min¬ 
imised if they spend a few moments 
regularly checking their tyres," advises 
Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe. 
"The checks are incredibly easy to 
make, but they could make the world 
of difference to your safety on the 


road." 

While driving through deep flood 
water has a wide range of associated 
risks and should be tackled with ex¬ 
treme caution, smaller areas of stand¬ 
ing water may be less easy to avoid but 
equally dangerous. 

On vehicles equipped with tyres that 
have insufficient or low levels of tread 
depth, water between the tyres and 
the road surface may not be removed 
quickly enough. This layer of water 
builds up in front of the tyres until the 
tyre loses contact with the road sur¬ 
face. This loss of traction, or aquaplan¬ 
ing, causes the wheels to slip and 
prevents the vehicle from responding 
to steering, braking or acceleration. As 
a result, the vehicle can lose control, 
starting to skid or spin dangerously. 

To reduce the risk of aquaplaning, 
drivers are advised to check the tread 


depth of their tyres. New tyres often 
have a tread depth of around 8mm, far 
greater than the legal minimum re¬ 
quirement of 1.6mm, which makes 
them much more efficient at removing 
water and able to cope with standing 
water. 

Any drivers unfortunate enough to 
suffer from aquaplaning should heed 
the advice of organisations such as the 
AA who recommend holding the steer¬ 
ing wheel lightly and lifting off the 
throttle until the tyres regain grip. 

Meanwhile, damaged road surfaces 
and potholes caused by the recent wet 
weather also present another signifi¬ 
cant tyre safety hazard. When tyres hit 
large potholes, they have the potential 
to be suffer internal damage which 
could cause the tyre to fail catastroph¬ 
ically, leaving the driver unable to con¬ 
trol the vehicle.

Is Moore the Glovers'saviour? 


D ANNY Ings showed why he is likely 
to join Liverpool before the Janu¬ 
ary transfer market closes at the 
end of the month for a reported £8m fee. 

The former AFC Bournemouth striker 
scored his 21 st goal of the season in only 
29 games to put promotion favourites 
Burnley on their way to victory at Huish 
Park, and increase the pressure on Gary 
Johnson. 

The 21 -year-old crashed home a superb 
25-yard shot into Marek Stetch's right 
hand top corner worthy of winning any 
match. 

When his partner in crime Sam Vokes 
accepted an easy tap-in for his 12th of the 
campaign just after the hour it seemed all 
over particularly following a spell ofYeovil 
pressure that saw Joel Grant strike the top 
of the bar. 

Johnson had just thrown substitute 
Keiffer Moore into the fray moments ear¬ 
lier, and it was the former Dorchester 
Town striker that gave the home side 
hope when his left wing cross-cum-shot 
evaded everybody and nestled into the 
far corner of the net with ten minutes re¬ 
maining. 

Despite the Glovers launching attack 
after attack at the Burnley goal, including 
Stech joining in during added time by 
moving up for two corners, Yeovil could 
not find an equaliser. 

The difference once again was the abil¬ 
ity to take chances when they presented 
themselves. 

Ings'goal came when Luke Ayling failed 
to control the ball correctly and the ball 
ran a yard away from him. David Jones 
fed Ings and with no one closing him 


down he drilled a magnificent shot high 
into the net.

Simkin was also responsible for bring¬ 


ing Moore to Dorchester. 

His rise is even more meteoric in that he 
was playing in junior football in Devon 
just 18 months ago, before joining Truro 
City in July 2012. 

Success there with 13 goals in 24 games 
brought him to the attention of several 
clubs including league ones. 

But Simkin hijacked him in February last 
year, saying:"l knew within 20 minutes of 
seeing him that he had the ability, and 
signed him on an 18 month contract." 

Yeovil also saw the potential and John¬ 
son moved to sign him last summer for an 
undisclosed fee, but rumoured to be 
around £20k. 

Simkin was always resigned to losing 
him but believes he will go on to bigger 
things, declaring:"! believe he's destined 
to be a million pound player in the next 
two seasons."

He's not made the progress that Ings 
made, but to be fair to him he hasn't been 
at Yeovil long enough to do that, and al¬ 
though the goals will give him more con¬ 
fidence, he still has a lot to learn - 
however, I'm still amazed for such a big 
man how little he wins in the air. 

But maybe he will be one of Gary's 
Gambles that will blossom just as Mad¬ 
den did. 

Johnson thinks very highly of him and 
has asked the fans to give him time, he 
said: "Keiffer's going to be a very good 
player. We have to have patience with 
him; he's got it all there." 

Let's hope it is sooner than later, as 
goals are the only missing ingredient.
